In 
February, 1879, aho returned to he 
mother because her husband beat an< 
otherwise abused her. He made sevrr 
al attempts to induce her to return t 
his house, but failed.

day of May, 1871), he went to he 
while she was with her mother plant 
ine: watermelons in the garden, an 
shot her in open daylight, and at 
tempted, to shoot her mother, Mn 
Loveless. For about ton dnys he elm] 
ed arrest by skulking, but waa iinall, 
arrested and brought here. Thre 
days aftanv:ud a large mob cam 
here for the avowed purpose of hang 
ing him, but the citizens of ALhen 
interfered, aud the law was permitte 
to take its course.

gea, and told him. they had a prisoner 
which they wished to lodge in the jail.

the stairway to the upper story where 
the cells are situated. 
Mr. Mingea 
opened the cage and one of the men 
entered with 
the bound prisoner. 
At this moment two of the others 
seized Mr. Mingea and told him that 
in exchange for the prisoner they had 
brought they wanted Bailes. 


At this Bailes began to p^ead and 
pray, but soon realizing his desperate 
situation he made fight and knocked 
down two of his assailants when 
they 
opposed 
him. 
How- 
ever, he was soon overpowered and 
the rope, a cotton plough line, which 
had bound the pretended prisoner, 
was fastened to Bailes' neck and he 
was dragged to the court-house yard, 
about two hundred and fifty yards 
distant. During the transit he made 
all the resistance in his power, strug- 
gling violently three or four times to 
effect an escape. 


Reaching the court-house yard and 
the fatal tiee, Bailes made no further 
resistance, but asked his captors to 
allow him to send a message to his 
mother. One of the men replied: 
"Not ad—d word; talking saved his 
d - d life last fail." Immediately the 
rope was passed over a limb of the 
locust tree under which they Wi rè 
then standing, and three of the men 
pulled the wretched Bailes from the 
ground. The limb is not more than 
n feet 
from 
the 
ground, 
aiid 
the feet of the culprit were not 
more than eighteen inches from it. 
His neck was not broken'nor scarcely 
bruised. For about six minutes he 
struggled terribly and then died from 
strangulation. 
After the mob was 
aatisfied that Baiies was dead they 
rode quietly away, and, joining the 
main party, which did not enter the 
town, all of them went their way. 


John H. Bailes was about twenty 
four years of age, a white man and a 
native of this county, where his par 
ents still resides. In March, 1878, he 
was married to Mary A. Loveless, a 
young lady of respectable family. In 
February, 1879, she returned to her 
mother because her husband beat and 
otherwise abused her. He made sever- 
al attempts to induce her to return to 
his house, but failed. 
On the 14th 
day of May, 187!), he went to her 
while she was with her mother |)lant 
ing watermelons in the garden, and 
shot her in open daylight, and at- 
tempted to shoot her mother, Mr?. 
Loveless. For about ten days he elud 
ed arrest by skulking, but waa finally 
arrested and brought here. Three 
days afterward a large mob came 
here for the avowed purpose of hang- 
ing him, but the citizens of Athens 
interfered, and the law was permitted 
to take its course. 


At a special term of the circuit 
court in January following he Was 
tried, found guilty and condemned 
to be hanged.

day a second mob appeared in Athens, 
XvhnoB proceedings werp reported in 
the Hercdd the next day.
